SCHOOLS IN SUMMER TIME 


E d u c a to r W ho B elieves th e L ong V acation 
Is a W aste of Tim e. 
Would it not ba a good thing if a 
large proportion of the children be­ 
tween six and eighteen, especially in 
the cities, were in school instead of on 
the street during the summer? 
If 
school work is not made too hard, is 
there any reason other than oustom 
for pupils suspending iheir work for 
one-fourth of the year? 
Even if the 
above is not adm itted, would it not be 
an advantage to pupils to be able to 
attend at any time of the year which 
is most cloven ent? 
W oull not the 
adoption of the quarter instead of the 
year as the unit in grading, also be of 
great advantage, not only to the irreg­ 
ular pupils, but to exceptionally quick 
aud exc ptlonally slow children who 
now have to advance or fall behind a 
whole year at a time? 
The above 'acts and questions sag- 
*■ est the idea th at possibly we are ju*t 
entering upon a new epoch in the h is­ 
tory of the development of education 
in this country—an epoch in which 
schools of all kinds will be a continu­ 
ous instead of an interm ittent factor in 
our national life. It is certain at least 
th a t all thoughtful educators will 
watch with interest the development 
and spread of the idea as it is discussed 
in the papers and in educ 
cringe and as it is worked out in the 
schools adopting it.—From “ Continu­ 
ous Sessions of Schools,” by Prof. E.
